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What meanings do various feast days have for us ? The Jan¬ 
uary first celebration to many people means the heralding in of 
a new civic year. But to Christians actually there is even a deeper 
meaning of this feast day. The Church has kept the feast of cir- 
cumsion to commemorate the subjection of the Child Jesus to the 
Law of Moses. According to the Cid Testament circumsion was a 
religious rite among the Jews. Naming of the child and circumsion 
was performed on the eighth day after birth on all boys. But be¬ 
cause circumsion was a distinctive mark of the Old Testament, it 
was abolished by the Church. 

When we celebrate the feast of Epiphany we recall the baptism 
of Jesus Christ in the River Jordon and also the manefestation of 
three divine Persons, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

Ukrainians also celebrate on the Eve of Epiphany by having a 
traditional supper known as “Schedry Vechir.” Songs known as 
“schedrivky” are sung during supper. These songs extend good 
wishes of health and prosperity to the head of the family. 

On the feast day itself the water is blessed in Church and 
distributed for people to take home. During the ceremony the 
priest incenses the water which signifies the descent of the Holy 
Ghost upon Jesus at His baptism. Following this three special 
candles are immersed in the water which signifies that through 
Christ’s baptism our sins are destroyed and forgiven. 

On days following Epiphany the priest visits his parishioners 
to bless their homes with Holy Water. 

May our youth realize the full meaning of these feasts as well 
as others which Our Church asks us to commemorate. By knowing 
what these feasts are all about the youth will come to know, under¬ 
stand and love God. May you always be in the care of Our Lord and 
eventually achieve true happiness with Him.

A FAMOUS UKRAINIAN 

By C. L. Dmytruk, National President 

Alexander Petrunkevitch, a world famous Ukrainian-born ara- 
chnologist, died of pneumonia in New Haven, U.S.A., at the age 
of 88 years. 

Alexander Petrunkevitch was considered the 20th century’s 
greatest authority on spiders. In his lifetime he is said to have 
devoted over 25,000 hours to amassing a huge collection of these 
beetles. He produced more than 100 books and monographs on 
scorpions, black widows and other varieties of insects. For his 
contributions to arachnology, nearly a dozen insects were named 
after him. Between 1910 and 1944 he taught at Yale, where'he 
was well known for his vivid lectures. 

And another Ukrainian contributed to the knowledge of the 
natural sciences.

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THE BIBLE 

Q.—Where is God’s Revelation to man contained? 

A.—God’s revelation is contained in the Bible and in tradition. 

Q.—What is the Bible? 

A.—The Bible, or the Holy Scriptures, is a collection of books 
all written under the inspiration of God. 

Q.—How is the Bible divided? 

A.—The Bible is divided into two parts: (a) The first part 
of the Bible is a history of the Chosen People from the Creation 
to about 150 years before Christ. (b) The second part records 
the life and teachings of Christ and the writings of the Apostles. 

Q.—What are the parts of the New Testament? 

A.— (a) The four Gospels, according to St. Matthew, St. Mark, 
St. Luke and St. John, giving the life of Jesus Christ; (b) The 
Acts of the Apostles by St. Luke, giving the history of the Apostles 
after the Ascension of Christ into heaven; (c) Twenty-one Epistles, 
or letters, of St. Paul, St. James, St. Peter, St. John and St. Jude; 
(d) The Apocolypse, or Revelation, by St. John. 

Q.—Are Catholics permitted to read the Bible? 

A.—Catholics are permitted, and are encouraged to read the 
Bible, provided they read a version approved by the Church. 

Q.—What is the difference between the English Catholic and 
Protestant Bibles? 

A.—-They are different translations, and hence are worded 
differently; The names of some of the Books differ; The Old 
Testament in the Catholic Bible contains Books that have been 
left out of the Protestant Bible. 

Q.—Does the Bible contain all that Jesus said and did? 

A.—No, the Bible itself states that it does not contain all 
that He said and did. 

Q.—What other source have we for what Christ Our Lord 
said and did? 

A.- -We have tradition, i.e.: the living, spoken words of Christ 
and His Apostles, not written until much later. 

Q.—Where is this tradition to be found? 

A.—This tradition is to be found chiefly in the writings of 
the Fathers of the Church of the first centuries of Christianity, 
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in the decrees of Church Councils, in the decisions of the Popes, 
and in the ceremonial of the Church. 

Q.—Can the Bible then, be our only guide to the teaching of 
Christ? 

A.—No, it cannot, because: (a) Our Lord taught many things 
to His Disciples which they preached, but did not record in the 
New Testament; (b) It was not known with certainty which writ¬ 
ings were the true Scriptures until the fourth century, and even 
now the Catholic Church accepts as Scripture certain books which 
the Protestant Churches deny belong to the Bible; (c) In cases of 
discussions as to the meaning of texts, the Scriptures cannot fully 
explain themselves — and there are many such discussions. 

Q.—How should we regard the Bible? 

A.—The Bible is a record, hallowed by centuries, which gives 
the history of the Jewish people, and the life and work of Christ 
and His immediate followers. Parts are obscure and need a living 
teacher.

The successful speech of introduction is one that puts the 
audience in a frame of mind that is ready to welcome both the 
subject matter to be discussed and also the man who presents it. 

Do not make your introductory speech long. It is better for 
the audience to wish that more had been said than give a sigh of 
relief at the end of the rambling introductory remarks. 

In an introductory speech be sure to turn toward the person 
presented and smile slightly in repeating his name which adds 
greatly to the graciousness of an introduction. 

Introduction of Program Chairman or Toastmaster: 





“Our regular busness being completed, I will now turn the 

meeting over to the chairman for the day, Mr.-, and he will 

introduce the speakers who have so kindly consented to take part 
in our program of the day.” —or 

“Our business session being concluded, the meeting is now in 

the hands of Mr., our social chairman; Mr., will you 

please take the chair.” 

Introduction of Speaker by Presiding Officer: 

“Considering the pleasure we have before us this evening, 
I will emulate the good example set by our president and confine 
my speech making to introductions. Those I have to present to 
you tonight come to us with messages we are all anxious to hear. 
The first speaker has had vast experience in the subject on which 
he is to address us, and I deem it a great privilege to be able to 
introduce you to .” —or 

“Although personally known to but few of us, we have all 
heard of Mr. and are fortunate in having him with us 

today to tell us about (give subject of lecture). I have the honor 
to present Mr..” 

Closing Speech: 

“This closes the program for the evening, leaving us the hap¬ 
pier for hours well spent. It was Shakespeare who asked, ‘What 
better or properer can we call our own than the riches of our 
friends?’ and tonight our speakers have made us rich indeed. L
